A win on Thanksgiving day may 
be the biggest one of the year for 
Andover, not just for the team,

The appeal is for a review of the 
decision handed down by the 
Superior Court which said that the 
town acted properly in rezoning 
the over 200 acre site on Lowell 
Street at Route 93, 

A covenant, agreed to by Ray= 
theon, insures screening of the 
area and other protection for the 
area and the town,

They’re 
having parent conferences, or 
looking at new materials and pro= 
grams, or working witheach other, 
It’s terrific,’’ **That big room over 
there’’ turns out to be the cafe= 
torium, now the cafeteria resource 
center for teachers, since the 
children of both sessions eat lunch 
at home, 

A desk here is home to a South 
School teacher during the after- 

‘noon, while her classroom is being 
used by Bancroft pupils and their 
teacher, Her Bancroft counter- 
part will use the same desk in the 
cafeteria resource center, (but 
different drawers in it) tomorrow 
morning, when the South teacher 
is in the classroom with her

photographs and colored slides of 
the work in progress and the ac= 
tivities carried on at this recrea= 
tion center area through out the 
year, Also all publicity related 
in any way to this club project, 
This included articles from the 
Andover TOWNSMAN, the Law-= 
rence Eagle Tribune, and Boston 
papers, 

A re-entry folder was also sent 
including the plan for the entire 
area under consideration, with 
work done outlined, and work for 
the year 1968 outlined in different 
colors, Before and after photo- 
graphs and of the committee mem=- 
bers and department heads who 
assisted so much, No award was 
won this year, The Garden Club 
voted an additional sum of money

Germany Now 


Does Freedom Of Press Exist In Germany ? 


(Sixth of a Series) 


The question is frequently asked, 
“Does freedom of the press really 
exist in Germany today?”’ 

One could easily answer with 
**Yes”’ or ‘*No’’ and thus dismiss 


‘the subject, But that really would 


not answer the question even though 
both may be quite correct, 

On paper there is no doubt that 
press freedoms exist, The Con= 
stitution of the Federal Republic 
contains the important idea in 


' Article V, It states: 


**Everyone has the right to freely 
express and disseminate his 
opinions by speech, writing, or by 
picture and the right of free access 
to generally available sources of 
information, Press freedom and 
the freedom to report by radio 
and film are guaranteed, There is 
no censorship, 

This was accepted and adopted 
when the Constitution of the 
Federal Republic of Germany was 
established in May 1949, 

In addition to the national con= 
stitution, each of the 11 German 
states has a freedom of the press 
clause in their respective consti- 
tutions, The state of Hesse was the 
first to adopt such a law in June 
of 1949, with additions made in 
1958 and 1966, 

From 1949 to May 1966 the 
states debated the matter and one 
by one they passed a press free= 
dom law, The state of Rhine- 
Westphalia was the last state to 
adopt such a law in May 1966, 
The city-state of Berlin passed 
its law in June 1965, 

The Constitutional Court of Ger= 
many, in a landmark decision in 
1959, supported by other decisions 
of the Supreme Court and the 
Federal High Court, strengthened 
and affirmed Article V. The Court 
said: 

**. . . If the constitutional right 
to freedom of expression is an 
essential part of free democracy, 
this must also be true of the con= 
stitutional right.to_press freedom, 
because the press decisively con= 
tributes to the formulation of 
political opinions,”’ 

The press freedom strength of 
these decisions naturally carried 
over to all the states and gave 
added impetus to local adoption of 
favorable press laws, 

But all laws, no matter how good, 
really meet their test in the work= 
a-day, everyday world, 


Here the record is not quite as 
good to date, 


In 1964, for instance, a weekly 
news magazine called ‘‘Der 
Spiegel’® was actually closed down 
for a period of days for publishing 
information ‘*‘contrary to national 
defense policies,’’ The editor was

Examining A Social Problem 


Amory Bradford, ‘‘Oakland’s 
Not For Burning,’’ (David Mc- 
Kay — New York), 1968 — $5.50. 

We hate Whitey because he hates 
us, thinks us no better than dogs, 
Call me ‘“‘Nigger! it gives me 
respect, I have no respect for 
Whites, because they have no re= 
spect for me, I just want to be 
considered human, I’mnot respon= 
sible for five hundred years of 
history, but for getting justice now. 
If we don’t get it, we'll have a 
Watts here, and kill and bomb, 

With these words Carlos Lee 
Baker, an ex-convict and black 
community organizer, greeted As- 
sistant Secretary of Commerce for 
Economic Development, Eugene 
Foley, and a special consultant 
for the Economic Development Ad= 
ministration, Amory Bradford, in 
Oakland on December 9, 1965, 
Watts had burned in the summer 
of 1965, and many experts pointed 
to Oaktand as the most likely next 
target for ‘rioting. 

This is a case study of how one 
government agency addressed it- 
self to the urban crisis in the year 
1966, EDA defined the problem as 
a lack of job opportunities and 
training for the hard core un= 
employed, Foley committed EDA 
to a massive pilot project to end 
unemployment in Oakland and he 
assigned Bradford to get the job 
done, Baker warned them, 

Foley, when you make excuses 
. « « you sound just like all those 
other bureaucrats that come out 
here, If you can’t do better... 
you can just drag yourself back to 
Washington and stay there, 

In Oakland a deadlock had devel- 
oped between the people of the 
ghetto who demanded a better life 
and the business and government 
establishment which wanted to 
maintain law and order and pro= 
mote economic growth, but which 
lacked the resources and the will 
to meet ghetto needs, Without a 
break in the social and psychologi« 
cal barriers and external financial 
aid the situation would gofrombad 
to worse, 

Bradford and his staff talked with 
all groups - black people in the 


- ghetto, social workers, business 


leaders such as Kaiser, clergy= 
men, union leaders, Mexican- 
Americans, Berkeley professors, 
editor Knowland of the Oakland 
Tribune, the port authority, city 
officials, and the poverty agencies, 
They found Mayor Reading and the 
poverty groups most constructive, 
the business community interested 
in economic growth but not hard 
core unemployment, and the labor 
movement divided pro and con, 
**Of all the difficulties, the most 
formidable was the need to over=

come the resistance of the building 
trades unions*’ where the applica- 
tion of the apprenticeship regula~ 
tions worked to exclude minorities. 
The Vietnamese War caused a 
“freeze” in the allocation of 
federal funds which held up the 
program temporarily, A reaction= 
ary city council proved to be an 
obstacle, but the vigor of ex- 
businessman, Mayor Reading, 
overcame their often antidiluvian 
resistance, A major problem was 
the series of administrative 
tangles between federal programs 
and administrators, city agencies, 
state officials, legal jurisdictions 
and inter city relations in the San 
Francisco Bay area, Fortunately 
Bradford administered a program 
with high national priority, easy 
access to policy makers in Wash= 
ington, and a large slice of federal 
money which opened all doors in 
Oakland, 

How do you create jobs and sti= 
mulate economic development in 
depressed areas? Bradford and 
EDA made $23,000,000 in local 
public works grants and loans to 
build airport facilities, a marine 
terminal, prepare a 30 acre in- 
dustrial park and construct access 
roads, These works provided 2,200 
jobs, EDA made long term, low 
interest loans to businesses, All 
grants and loans were conditional 
on acceptance of an Employment 
Plan which assured the maximum 
possible number of jobs to the 
local unemployed who were trained 
at a local Skills Center established 
by the United States Department 
of Labor and the State Employ- 
ment Service, If a grant or loan 
recipient failed to comply with 
that commitment then the loan or 
grant was withdrawn, A Review 
Board, with a majority represen= 
tation from the poor, was estab- 
lished to enforce compliance, The 
plan and the review board were 
firsts in the nation, and, Bradford 
holds, primary reasons for EDA’s 
success in Oakland, EDA estab~ 
lished a long term planning and 
research organization in Oakland, 
Bradford also gives major credit 
to Reading whose ‘“‘activities have 
convinced the ghetto residents that 
he is trying, and that he cares about 
their problems,”” 

Bradford is a former Vice Pre= 
sident of The New York Times 
and a director of the Regional Plan 
Association which pioneered 
metropolitan studies in New York, 
He has a rare combination of sen= 
sitivity to the urban poor and 
minorities, an intuitive sense of 
politics and politicians, anexpert’s 
knowledge of the bewildering 
puzzle of federal-state-local 


governmental relations and the 
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rival agencies and their jurisdic- 
tions, and an activist’s sense of 
urgency, His year’s work and the 
followup analysis were finished 
prior to the Kerner Commission’s 
Report, It is amost worthy supple~ 
ment to that report, Bradford is 
committed to a policy of expanded 
job opportunities and training over 
federal income supplement plans 
such as a negative income tax or 
family allowances, While long term 
job efforts are being made, he 
advocates that the federal govern= 
ment be the employer of last re= 
sort, He expects the cost of a war 
against unemployment to be about 
$30,000, 000,000 a year = about the 
cost of the war against the Viet= 
cong and Hanoi, Bradford’s most 
significant contribution comes in 
the final chapter when he confronts 
the bureaucratic problems of con= 
flicting and confusing governmen= 
tal agencies and jurisdictions, In 
1966 there were 140 different pro= 
grams and projects aided by 
federal monies in Oakland! He ad= 
vocates the creation of metropoli= 
tan or regional groupings to co= 
ordinate local efforts insuch areas 
as planning, economic develop- 
ment, transportation, land use and 
waste disposal, He would have one 
federal official in each region co= 
ordinate the efforts of federal 
agencies such as HUD, OEO,HEW, 
the Community Relations Service, 
the Small Business Administra= 
tion, the President’s Commission 
on Manpower, the Labor Depart= 
ment, etc, He sympathizes with 
Mayor Reading’s response to a 
group of policy makers in Wash- 
ington: ‘*Gentlemen, what we need 
in Oakland is a federal czar, who 
can direct all these programs and 
with whom we can deal directly.” 
He wants to maintain local initia=- 
tive and enterprise, but he wants 
to coordinate the activities of the 
various public agencies, He has the 
planner’s penchant to rationalize 
government, The job seems tocall 
for a McNamara, but Mr, Nixon 
has told us he has found the man 
to coordinate federal-state-and= 
local government activities - Spiro 
Agnew! With the end of the Viet=- 
nam War now in sight, sufficient 
funds should become available, 
Then the Kerner Commission’s 
call for an act of national will to 
end racism and poverty will be 
tested,

planning period each morning is a 
sort of utopia - sharing informa- 
tion and experience with other 
teachers within your grade, and 
from the grades before and after,” 

**I asked every one of my 
parents who came to PTA meeting 
if they saw signs that their kids 
were overtired by afternoon ses= 
sions, or suffered by it,’? brought 
in another teacher, ‘‘they said no, 
overwhelmingly,”’ 

Other comments; ‘**The sharing 
and planning experience has made 
us a close-knit unit,*® put another: 
**I’m good and tired by 4:30, It’s 
a long day.’ Another: ‘‘I did a 
study on double session back at 
West School, The kids learn as 
much, if not more, in the shorter, 
concentrated time, particularly 
with the smaller classes we have 
and the time we get for planning 
and working together,’’ 

Bancroft principal Earl Simon 
cited the reduction in class size, 
the preparation period for teach= 
ers, and home room assignments 
of children according to reading 
achievement as the important 
positive factors working for the 
children and teachers in his school, 
Negative factors, Simon says, are 
necessary cutbacks in physical 
education, music and art pro= 
grams, because, of the shorter 
pupil-day, to avoid cutting back 
on the core program of reading 
and math, plus the real issue, 
according to Simon, and the teach- 
ers, is how to keep the benefits 
gained through the teachers’ pre= 
paration period in the cafeteria 
resource center, once the move 
to Bancroft and to regular school 
hours is made, ‘It’s wonderful 
for the staff to be able to talk 
over an issue when it arises, in= 
stead of having to wait for a 
scheduled teachers’ meeting - the 
issue could be dead by then,"* 

A class of third-grade Bancroft 
students, beginning their school 
day. at 12:30, were happy to tell 
the TOWNSMAN how they spent 
their mornings, 

**l work, I build houses in the 
morning.’® ‘*I go skating,’® said 
another, ‘I play with my little 
sister,”” 

**How do you. kids like coming 
to schoo] in the afternoon?”? 

About a third of the class of 
16 shouted ‘*We hate it! and about 
two-thirds shouted ‘*We love it,”’ 
but the ones that said they hated 
it were grinning at least as broadly 
as the ones who said they loved it, 
Not a reliable scoreboard, one way 
or the other! 

How do parents feel? It’s in= 
convenient for some, particularly 
working mothers, who have had to 
give up work, adjust working hours, 
or arrange for sitters to cover 
hours when the children are home 
before school, 

But the message that seems to 
come through is ‘tit isn’t nearly 
as bad as I thought it would be, In 
fact, its worked out very well,”° 

One mother, a nurse, cited the 
benefits of children having play= 
time in sunlight hours, and said

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“*The kids loved it, once they got 
used to it, They play outdoors all

If you plan it right, says another, 
you can schedule special trips to 
Boston museums, etc, and make 
an asset out of the liability ‘of 
afternoon sessions, ‘“‘But none of 
us do it as much as we could,” of 
course, It does help with dentists’ 
appointments,”” 

Most parents said they’d beglad 
when regular sessions started, 
though they had found some bene= 
fits to the necessity of double 
sessions, : 

Principal Simon praised the 
parents® cooperation with the 12:30 
to 4:30 schedule, noting the extra 
efforts many parents made topro= 
vide transportation one morning 
a week so that instrumental les- 
sons could continue, He pare 
ticularly appreciated that no one 
parent had called specifically to 
complain, 

Simon also had high praise for 
his teachers, their endurance as 
well as their enthusiasm, He noted 
that the pupils’ shortened day does 
not mean a shorter day for teach= 
ers, and that double sessions mean 
a longer stretch of time that 
teachers are relating to students, 
without a break,

The AEA is asking a salary 
hike from the present bachelor’s 
minimum of $6,200 to $7,000, with 
a raise in the master’s scale 
minimum from $6,900 to $8,000, 
Dunean holds that if the school 
committee sincerely wants to 
attract good teachers and at the 
master’s scale, Andover must not 
only be competitive in salaries but 
lead the pack, He pointed out that 
the town had not been successful 
in attracting candidates with 
master’s degrees last spring, 

Mrs, Cole and School Committee 
Chairman Dr, Richard Katz made 
it clear that they thought Andover’s 
master’s scale was very competie 
tive, since only three of Massa= 
chusetts’ 300 school systems pre= 
sently offer anything higher, 
Assistant Superintendent Vaughn 
I. Clapp said that last spring’s 
difficulty in attracting candidates 
with master’s degrees stemmed 
not from low salary scales but 
from no salary scales, Clapp 
claimed the system lost good can= 
didates because it could not make 
firm salary offers while the nego= 
tiations dragged on all spring, 

AEA and SC negotiators agreed 
on grievance procedure, and on 
an item allowing teachers to take 
both the required graduate study 
increments in one year, and to re= 
ceive the reimbursement for both 
at the same time; the maximum 
reimbursement will be for six 
semester-hours of courses. 

It was also agreed that profes- 
sional personne] coming into the

up to 12 years of experience for 
salary purposes; up to five of these 
years may be innon-teaching posi-

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“Hong Kong Flu” Requires 
Special Type V accine

Earlier this year, the U S. 
Public Health Service predicted 
that not much influenza was to be 
expected in this country in the 
winter of 1968-69, Now there is 
prediction of a major outbreak, 

There are several types of in= 
fluenza viruses in existence - this 
means that the influenza vaccine 
must contain more than one strain 
of virus. In addition to this, there 
are continuous changes in the 
characteristics of the flu viruses, 
and from time to time the vaccine 
is altered to be effective against 
the type of flu viruses that are 
expected to be prevalent. 

Last July, there was an out- 
break of influenza in Hong Kong, 
and the virus responsbile was 
found to be a complete shift from 
the previously known strains, This 
is now known as the ‘‘Hong Kong 
Flu,”* This type of influenza is 
already being seen in parts of the 
United States, and it is considered 
very likely that there will be a 
major outbreak which will prob- 
ably reach its peak in January. 
The current flu vaccines may pro= 
vide only limited protection against 
the ‘Hong Kong’ virus, A new 


vaccine against the ‘‘Hong Kong’’ 
strain is being developed, and itis 
expected to be available by mid- 
December, However, at best, the 
supply of flu vaccine is always 
limited, and it is a question of 
how much of the new vaccine will 
be available early enough to be of 
any value, Such vaccines usually 
go first to the government for the 
Armed Forces, 


The **Hong Kong flu’’ is not con= 
sidered to be a very serious ill- 
ness, It may last from a few days 
to two weeks, It is characterized 
by generalized aches and pains, 
fever and sore throat, Influenza 
has it’s greatest risk in those al- 
ready ill with chronic ailments = 
particularly heart and lung 
disease, It is also a threat to the 
aged, If the new ‘‘Hong Kong flu” 
vaccine becomes available, it 
should be given in addition to the 
vaccine which has already been 
used this season, Priority should 
be given to the high risk group 
(the aged, and those with pre- 
existing disease, particularly 
those with the aforementioned 
heart and lung ailments,

TADPOLES 


Most of us step over or 
around the best live bait we’ll 
ever run across. 

That’s the word from the 
fishing experts at Mercury out- 
boards, who have detected a 
noticeable gap in the knowl- 
edge of many fishermen in the 
subject of tadpoles. 

These wriggly, immature 
frogs can stir up more than the 
mud in the bottom of a shallow 
puddle, if given a chance. For, 
where game fish are concerned, 
tadpoles rate as a delicacy. And 
if they happen to be attached 
to a hook . .. well, then the 
fun begins. 

Should you need help in ac- 
quiring a supply of tadpoles, 
just ask any four-year-old 


youngster. He’ll be delighted to 
find anyone who appreciates 
his efforts. Actually, most fish- 


erman tromp through or cruise 
around the limpid, almost 
stagnant shallows that are alive 
with this prime bait. 

If you're not quick enough 
with your hands, borrow the 
wife’s kitchen strainer. Tad- 
poles are easy to catch; since 
fish appreciate this fact, the 
little rascals usually stick to 
themselves way back in the 
warm, inaccessible waters. 

To use as bait, a tadpole’ is 
best hooked through both lips, 
then cast into a likely spot. If 
a light weight is necessary, 
attach it on the bottom with 
the bait on an 18-inch leader 
off to the side. Usually they

Chemicals Could Endanger Health 


Chemicals which pollute the air 
we breathe, the water we drink 
and the food we eat are posing a 
threat of cancer and of dangerous 
genetic mutations, Dr, Samuel S. 
Epstein warned at the recent 21st 
birthday of the Children’s Cancer 
Research Foundation, 

Addressing an_ international 
meeting at the Jimmy Fund Build- 
ing in Boston marking the “‘coming 
of age’’ of the Foundation, Dr, Ep- 
stein emphasized the importance 
of stepping up research to study 
these potential dangers, He said 
that society must decide how much 
danger it is willing to accept, and 
balance the benefits which food 
additives, pesticides, etc., offer 
to modern society against the haz~ 


ards these chemicals create, 


One hears a lot of talk that cock=- 
roaches undoubtedly will inherit 
the earth, but it might be wiser 
to place bets on the turtle that out- 
ran the hare, 

The indestructibility of turtles 
has become familiar to most per= 
sons associated with them, A re- 
cent example waS an eastern 
painted turtle, a species common 
to New England ponds, The turtle’s 
shell had been fractured in almost 
every direction by agolfer who had 
worked it over with a golf club, 
Why anyone would do this to a 
totally harmless turtle is beyond 
the scope of this consideration, 
The point is that the turtle still 
was very much alive but in a 
condition that made life no longer 
attractive, 

To relieve the turtle of supposed 
misery, it was placed in an air= 
tight box which was attached to 
a hose from a motor car’s tail- 
pipe, After about twenty minutes 
of carbon-monoxide treatment - 
which would have exterminated 
most air-breathing animals - the 
turtle showed no signs of dis- 
tress, Since that treatment had 
failed, the executioner placed the 
turtle in a bucket of water and 
set a-stone on top of the animal 
to hold it under water, After 
twenty-four hours, the turtle still 
showed no signs of distress, The 
executioner finally ended the tur- 
tle and the episode witha machete, 

Turtles are so tough that a 
few years ago whenthe New Hamp- 
shire Fish and Game Department 
treated a pond with rotenone ~ an 
organic insecticide which kills fish 
- and discovered dead turtles float- 
ing on the pond, the workers knew 
that the manufacturer had shipped 
them the wrong pesticide, It turned 
out to be endrin and the results 
on turtles highlighted the deadli- 
ness of endrin, which is a more 
powerful relative of DDT, 


Turtles still must prove their 
worthiness in the pesticide age, 
but they have survived other im- 
pressive changes in the environ- 
ment, Their durability is suchthat 
turtles have survived twenty-four 
hours in oxygen-free chambers 
filled with nitrogen, After five 
minutes in oxygen=-devoid atmos- 
phere, a human would have suf- 
fered either death or permanent 
brain damage,

viving barriers to life that have

The threats due to pollution in- 
clude poisoning, deformation of 
the embryo, cancer, and genetic 
damage, ‘‘Many human cancers 
are due to chemical pollutants and 
hence are ultimately preventable, 
Also, genetic effects of chemical 
pollutants are probably of greater 
importance than the more famil- 
iar hazatds of X-rays,’* said Dr. 
Epstien, who is Chief of the Lab- 
oratoires of Environmental Tox- 
icology and Carcinogenesis at the 
Children’s Cancer Reserach 
Foundation, Dr, Epstein is also a 
research associate at the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital Medical Center and 
Harvard Medical School..

Turtles I ndestructibl e 


snuffed out less persistent crea= 
tures, About 260 million years 
ago, they crawled upon the earth 
scene in the so-called Age of 
Reptiles, For roughly 190 mil- 
lion years, turtles were the com- 
panions of dinosaurs, Even 
in those early days, turtles were 
similar to the. turtles that we 
know today, 

The most impressive survival 
bit by turtles occured 70 mil- 
lion years ago. at the end of what 
geologists call the Cretaceous per= 
iod, Something strange happend to 
the environment at that time, 
Biologists are uncertain whether 
this weird change took place al- 
most instantly or occurred grad- 
ually through a few thousand years, 
The results, however, show clearly 
in the fossil record: the whole 
group of dinosaurs, which was a 
highly diverse lot that lived on 
land, in freshwater, in the ocean, 
and flew through the air, died, 

Fifteen families of turtles lived 


with the dinosaurs and eight fam- ~ 


ilies kept on going after the dino= 
saurs folded, In fact, turtles not 
only survived the catastrophe but 
also pulled through with enough 
diversity in their makeup that a 
new family of turtles, the marine 
leatherbacks, have evolved since 
the dinosaurs.

screen chemical pollutants to see 
which may be suspected of caus- 
ing cancer or mutations, then to 
test those chemicals under sus- 
picion to see if they cause can= 
cer or mutations in mice, Dr, 
Epstein points out that al- 
though mice are obviously far 
from being human, the results ob= 
tained so far show the urgent need 
for more research at once, before 
our already serious environmental 
pollution increases, 


‘with increasing urbanization 
and industrialization of modern 
society, our environment has be= 
come progressively contaminated 
with a complex array of chemical 
pollutants which pose a wide range 
of potential hazards,’* Dr, Epstein 
said, 

**The major categories of these 
chemicals are represented by pole 
lutants of air, particularly with 
products of fuel combustion or on 
a more personal level with 
tobacco smoke, pollutants of water, 
with agricultural or industrial ef= 
fluents, and pollutants of food, with 
additives, pesticides, or naturally- 
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occurring plant or funal poisons, 
"Additional, but more restricted, 
types of exposure can occur oc- 
cupationally, from contamination 
with industrial chemicals, and 
therapeutically, particularly from 
the widespread use of certain 
drugs, 

**As many of these chemicals, 
such as certain food additives or 
pesticides, play a necessary role 
in modern life, the recognition and 
measurement of the various haz= 
ards they pose and the definition 
of the degree of acceptability of 
these hazards is of obvious prac= 
tical importance,”’

The Pilgrims’ problems were 
those of the physical world, but 
our terrors and tragedies are 
those that ‘lurk in the mind of 
man: war, social injustice, racial 
strife, despair, and the accom= 
panying question of whether man 
will have sufficient wisdom to solve 
his problems instead of destroying 
himself, 

Not the least of the terrors that 
lurk in the mind of man is man’s 
power to destroy the natural world 
which gives him life, Will man 
have the wisdom to stop poisoning 
and polluting air, land, and water 
before he destroys himself? will 
man learn to accept responsibility 
for protecting the wealth and beauty 
of nature? 

When man was ffirst told he 
should ‘‘have dominion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over every living 
thing that moveth upon the earth’’, 
he couldn’t believe it, The earth 
was so big and man was so small 
in those days. Now astronauts 
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orbit the earth and reach for the 
moon = and it is all too obvious 
that man has such dominion over 
the earth that he can poison it 
until it is unfit for man or for the 
other creatures that share life 
with us, We have already driven 
some of the more fragile living 
things to extinction, 

**We need to be wise in so many 
ways.”” Looking at the monsters 
that dwell in the human heart and 
the evidence of man’s inhumanity 
to man, who can dare to believe 
we can gain wisdom enough, soon 
enough, to prevent the human race 
from committing suicide in any one 
of the numerous imaginative 
methods that have been invented in 
the last generation? 

I guess it takes faith , , .enough 
faith to have hope, and enough hope 
to have love, and enough love to 
spend our energies remolding our 
small section of the world *‘closer 
to the heart’s desire,””

both sides a chance to voice con= 
cerns, Among Duncan’s questions 
were these: 

Have principals been made 
aware, in regard to new personnel 
requests, that the school com- 
mittee has voted to have a 
specialist (music, art, phys ed, etc) 
in each area for each school? Have 
principals been made aware that 
it is school committee policy to 
hire enough teachers to meet the 
pupil-teacher ratio recommended 
in the Willis-Harrington Report? 
And that it is voted policy to reach 
this ratio by hiring extra helping 
teachers, where classrooms now 
hold more than the recommended 
number of pupils per teacher? 
The AEA wants the contract to set 
““definite’’ instead of ‘‘approxi~ 
mate” class sizes, 

Mrs, Cole said that the school 
committee had indeed directed the 
administration to implement these 
policies and invited the AEA to 
write a proposal incorporating its 
three suggestions to help Andover 
meet the Willis-Harrington ra= 
tions: 1) helping qualified teachers, 
2) teachers’ aides and 3) redis- 
tricting to achieve proper class 
size, 

Other AEA concerns were for 
preparation periods for teachers, 
already insured in the contract 
for secondary teachers, 

The AEA is asking for an aver- 
age of one preparation period per 
day for elementary teachers, which 
they say enough specialists in the 
elementary schools would help to 
achieve, 

Duncan also urged that se- 
condary principals be responsible 
for finding substitute teachers, in- 
stead of requiring teachers to 
spend their preparation periods 
taking over classes of absent 
teachers, 

The school committee spokes- 
man said this was a legitimate 
grievance, as it is not school com= 
mittee intent that teachers” 
valuable preparation period be 
used in this way, even if they are 
paid for it, 

The school committee spokes 
man was not one bit sympathetic,
